Here's a quick summary of reports received thus far: 


North Carolina = Six district campaign meetings scheduled with 
managers, directors and education advisers. Dates 
are March 24—27,. 


Montana =- Hay and grain drying has been made subject for state 
campaign meeting first week in April. Managers, 
directors, E.A.'s to attend. 


Ohio —- State meeting scheduled soon after NRECA convention. 
District meetings also in the works as follow-up. 


South Carolina —- State meeting went on record February 16 push 
ing immediate and intensive power use program in State.
